A oA OF THE REVOLUTION. 


In their fends 
What deeds of prowess unrecorded.” 
The Revolutionary war in the Southern 
colonies resembled rather a struggle of man 
with man, than the conflict of two great 


| 


scene of ruthless and bloody contest ; quar- 
ter was neither asked nor granted, and the 
Whigs and Tories of the South added ano- 
ther terrible instance of the relentless rage 


of history. A tale of those trying times 
which I am about to relate shall receive no 
addition from fancy ; indeed it needs none, 
for it contains the very easence of the terri- 
ble or {as a man said of the jest,) it did 
when it was told to me. 

Agnes Pendleton was the daughter of a 
keen cunning Yankee, who had travelled 
Southward in hopes of begetting his tem- 
poralities, in which design, like most of his 
persevering countrymen, he completely suc- 
ceeded.

He did so effectually, for not a 
Tory escaped to tell the tale of that bloody 
night, except Charles Melvin, and he es- 
caped wounded. He had been recognized 
and accosted by name as a ‘d—d Tory,” 
by one of the Whigs during the fierce brief 
conflict, and consequently had to betake him- 
self to a hiding place on his plantations, 
which he had prepared, foreseeing that some 
such occurrence might make it necessary. 
There his wife brought him his meals herself, 
and bandaged his wounds and sustained his 
courage by her eloquence and fearless bear- 
ing.

THE GOVERNOR OF MISSOURI AND 
THE SABBATH. 


An attempt was made in St. Louis to get 
up a grand military procession on Sunday, 
the 14th September, in honor of the men 
who were executed in Cuba. One of the 
German military companies sent to Gover- 
nor King for arms to be used on that occa- 
sion. ‘The Governor, to his honor be it 
spoken, refused their request in the follow- 
ing manly language : 

“ If no otlter reason operated on my mind 
in not sending you the arms, the one given 
by you would be sufficient. The 14th day 
of this month is Sunday and when I am ask- 
ed, if possible, to send arms to you by that 
day, so that yon may join in a grand mili- 
tary parade, I do not hesitate to inform you 
that I cannot send you the arms for that oc- 
casion, and 1 take the responsibility of say- 
ing further, that I shall not send them until 
I am satisfied there is a greater disposition 
evinced amongst those who are to use them 
to observe the moral restraints imposed 
upon all good citizens, to say nothing of 
what I consider to be the absolute legal 
enactments upon the subject. 

“Tam one of those who have ever been 
willing to open wide the door for the recep- 
tion of our foreign population, who have 
sought a home and an asylum in our happy 
country ; yet when they come, I think it 
evinces a much better spirit on their part, 
to set about Amorieanizing themselves 
adapting their habits to our institutions—our 
moral, social, and law-abiding habits. | 

% As American citizens, our habits, our 
social, moral and religious restraints, are 
based upon principles handed down to us by 
our fathers of the Revolution, and we pro- 
fess to know more of the influences which 
have served to elevate us as a people to a 
high rank among the nations of the earth, 
than it is possible for those foreigners to 
know who have just come amongst us.” 

The conduct of the Governor, on this oc- 
casion, is the more to be approved, when it 
it is known that the Germans in Missouri 
are very numerous, and command a very 


large vote. It is in especial contrast with 
the conduct of many modern politicians, 
who pander to the corrupt tastes of foreign- 
ners, with the hope of securing their votes, 
as in many parts of the country they hold 
the balance of power between the two great 
political parties. We know not whether the 
Governor is a professed Christian or not, 
but we honor him for rebuking this attempt- 
ed outrage on the Sabbath. 
The Germans of St. Louis have held pub- 
lic meetings to denounce him for an alleged 
infringement upon their rights. We trust, 
however, that the Christian portion of the 
community will rally to his defence, and 
show these people that they cannot put 
down a man for standing in the defence of 
the laws of God and man.—Presbyterian 
Herald.

to iron. ‘I‘his invention beats the Yankees all to 
fits. It is a vessel A a small, deep, me- 
tallic basin, having a highly polished flat bot- 
tom, and a fire of charcoal continually: burn- 
ing in it. Thus, they keep the iron hot,’

The Montgomery Journal, of tho 9th instant.

The commit- 
tee appointed to draft resolutions presented 
twenty-ono, from which we extract, the last six, 
as follows : 

“Resolved, That the people of this, and 4ll 
the Southern States, having decided against the 
policy of secession on account of the passage of 
the Compromise measures, the Southern Rights 

tty of Alabama declines to urge that issue— 
its ain: is to watch the future. 

„Resolved, That we repudiate the idea of in- 
tervening in European affairs. as repugnant to 
the conservative policy, impracticable, danger- 
ous to the confed: racy, and fatal to the reserved 
rights of the States, and liberties of the people. 

* Resolved, Ihat for a more perfect organiza- 
tion. and to consider our course in the coming 
Presidential election, it is hereby recommended 
that a convention of the Southern Rights party 
of this State, assemble at this place, at such 
time as the Central Committee hereinafter nam- 
ed, shall designate. 

“ Resolved, That in order to organize a South- 
ern Rights party throughout all the Southern 
States, opposed to national organizatipns, we 
suggest to our sister Southern States the pro- 
priety of holding a convention of sueh party, at 
such time and place as may be mutually d 
upon, with the view to co-operate in the Presi- 
dential election, and in such other measures as 
may be important. 

Resolved, That it is expedient to raise a 
permanent Central Committee, whose duty it 
shall be to correspond with Southern Rights men 
throughout this and other Southern States, in 
relation to all party movements, and to provide 
for the . of the above mentioned Con- 
ventions, and to give notice ot their time and 
place of meeting. 

Resolved, That the President of this Con- 
vention appoint this committee to consist of fif- 
teen persons, any five of whom, including the 
chairman, shall be a quorum to act.” 

All the resolutions were ed except the 
16th, which, after considerable discussion and 
several uttempts to amend, was stricken out, and 
the following, offered by Mr. Lewis, was passed 
in its stead, via: 

% Resolved, That we adhere to the conviction 
that the Compromise acts are unjust, unconsti- 
tutional, and dangerous to the South, and 
though we are constrained, in deference to the 
unanunous decision of the Southern States, not 
to urge secession on account of these measures, 
we avow our readiness at all times, and upon all 
ocensions to resist them by any means that may 
promise to be effectual.” 

From this, it is plain that eyen the foremost 
of the Southern Rights men of Alabama, are 
not in favor of separate, but only of joint Seces- 
sion. They abandon the measure in deference 
to the decision of the . Southern States. They

Appointment of Representatives. 

In the Senate, on Wednesday, Mr. Downs, 
from the Judiciary committee, reported a bill, 
directing the Secretary of the Interior to forth- 
with apportion the Representatives among the 
several States in accordance with the provisions 
of the act of 1850. 

If we understand the bill, the apportionment 
under it will give South Carolina the sixth Re- 
presentative—she having the largest unrepre- 
sented fraction, and which will complete the 
number of Representatives of which the new 
House will be composed. 

Mr. Downs also reported back a joint resolu- 

tion in reference to the number of electoral votes 
to which cach State will be entitled in the next 
Presidential election. After examination of the 
law upon the subject, the committee recom- 
mend that the joint be changed to a simple re- 
solution, in the following words which was 
adopted : . 

“ Resolved, That the number of electoral 
votes to which each State shall be entitled in 
the election of President and Vice-President of 
the United States in 1852, shall be equal to the 
number of Senators and Representatives of 
which each of said States will be found entitled 
by the appointment under the enumeration of 
1850, as provided by the act ‘ for taking the 
seventh and subsequent censuses,” approved 
May 23, 1850."—Curolinian. 


Signs for 1852. 

The people of this country have never re- 
elected a whig President. 

They have never elected two whig adminis- 
trations in succession. 

They have now put into power democratic 
Governors in twenty-six States out of thirty-one. 
leaving Whig Governors to five States. ‘They 
have elected democratic Legislatures in twenty- 
three States, leaving whig Legislatures in cight 
States. 

They have a large democratic majority in 
both Houses of Congress, prepared to maintain, 
substautially as it now is, the existing demo- 
cratic legislative policy of the country. . 

It is stated that, under the apportionment of 
electoral votes among the States by the new cen- 
sus, the democratic candidates receiving the 
States carried by the democracy in 1848, would 
be elected. Since that time the democrats 
have fully carried New York, Pennsylvania, 
New Jersey, Rhode Island and Delaware ; in 
the gubernatorial elections, Maryland, North 
Carolina, Kentucky, Massachusetts and Con- 
necticut ; and in the congressional election, 
Tennessee—all of which States voted for Gen. 
Taylor. Meantime the whigs have carried, 
in the gubernatorial election, nosingle State in 
the Union which gave a democratic majorify in 
1818, except Wisconsin, whieh is now re- 
garded assurely democratic in 1852. An offset 
40 this loss is given by the admission of Cali- 
fornia, which is also democratic. 

That the democratic party, therefore, will 
triumph in the coming presidential canvass ap- 
pears to be just as certain as that it will con- 
tinue to exist as a national organization. Wash- 
ington Union. 


Tae Mormon Ovursreax at Sait Laxz.— 
We find the following communication in the 
National Intelligencer, of the 6th inst, :--—-I read 
the other day a remark of yours that you sup- 
posed the late news by the way of Oregon, that 
the Mormons had declared themselves absolved 
from and independent of the United States, 
originated perhaps in the departure of the Uni- 

States civil authorities from Salt Lake. In 
this supposition you are in error. I left Cali- 
fornia on the 16th of December last, and we 
knew of the rupture of the civil authorities with 


bank. The number of men actually engaged 
in the fight, and by whom the victory was 
gained, very little exceeded fifty.

ards nearer Camargo, when the Liberators” 
halted until they should receive re from 
their spies and vidette While thus awaiting, 
another ‘-unaccountable ” panic seized a portion 
of the force, and they cleared out. Scarce 
thirty men remained, and they, consulting pru- 
dence, withdrew from their critical position and 
crossed the Rio Grande without accident or mo- 
lestation of any kind. Such is the substance of 
Brevet Brig. Gen. Johnson's report. 

Canales gives a different account in a report 
to Gencral Avalos, dated 22d of February. He 
says: 

a Yesterday at 12 o'clock, the adventurers un- 
der command of Caravajal, comprising 438 Fili- 
busters and 84 Mexicans, with one field piece, 
12 pounder, crossed the river, and took 

session of a chaparel. I immediately went to en- 
counter them with my brigade. They were 
immediately beaten and were obliged to retreat 
to the mountains under cover of the night. with 
the exception of the party who had possession 
of the 12 pounder, so that there was no hope of 
their uniting again, but would be obliged to re- 
treat across the Rio Bravo, which they did, leay- 
ing behind them the 12 pounder, 143 muskets. 
munitions, etc. The enemy suffered a loss of 
48 killed, besides those drowned crossing the 
San Juan under a charge from our troops.— 
Mexican loss, 4 privates and 7 officers killed and 
9 soldiers wounded ” 

How true this may be we will not undertake to 

give an opinion; but one thing, at least, is be- 

ond controversy, viz: that an engagement was 

ad, and that the Mexican forces remain on the 

round, having taken all the spoils of war which 
— to the camp of their adversaries , while 
Caravajal and his forces re-crossed the river and 
have withdrawn from the contest, thus leaving 
Canales in possession of the battle-ground and 
the camp.”

National Printing Office. 


One of the most interesting topics before 
Congress is a proposition to lish a national 
printing office. The bill for the purpose pro- 
vides for a superintendent of public printing ; 
term of four years: salary $3,080 per annum; 
surety bonds $10,000; must be a practical 
printer ; appointed by the President and Senate, 
and removable by the President or joint reso- 
lutions of both Houses of Congress. It also 
provides for a public book binder; a practical 
man, salary 81.000 per annum, appointed by 
said superintendant of public printing.—It pro- 
vides for the purehase of presses, and such 
other printing material as may be necessary 
for all printing required at the seat of govern- 
ment, by Congress and the various departments. 
This inchudes all the materials for a public 
bindery. It provides, furthermore, that the 
superintendent and binder shall employ their 

ive subordinates at current or usual pri- 
ces. All public printing and binding to be 
done at this government and none other; 
and no private work received or executed, on 
penalty ot removal of such superintendent :

duty in the Town of Chester) to patrol said 
Town for a space of time not less than three 
hours, and each Leader or on his list ne- 
glecting or refusing to perfurm the patrol. duty 
requifed to be performed by this ordinance 
shail be fined ia the sum of Two Dollars an 
ten per cent on his last general tax, on his pro- 
perty owned in Chester 4

aforesaid, That each Leader of Patrol, w oshall 
neglect or refuse to make return on oath of the 
performance of the duties of his office as leader 
of such patrol to the Town Council, at the regu- 
lar time required in said commission, shall be 
fined in the sum of Two Dollars.

the street, to be filled up with dirt or clay, and 
gravelled over.

Open furrows six 
inches deep, eighteen inches apart, fill the 
furrow nearly full of any well rotted manure. 
The potato should have been cut once in two, 
at least two weeks before planting ; plant the 
potato cut side down, on the manure in the 
furrow, twelve inches apart; now cover the 
whole with the earth on the ridge, and then 
cover the whole bed with either wheat, oat or 
pine straw—the deeper the straw the better, 
and the more of the potatoes there will be. 
The rains beat down the straw, moistvre is 
engendered next the earth, and an even tem- 
perature is preserved, keeping the potato cool 
and giving it that peculiar mealy quality, 
without which an Irish potato is the meanest 
of all human food. No fears need be enter- 
tained but what the tops will find their way 
through the straw; they will find the light, 
and the potato will make as high up in the 
straw as the moisture comes. There is no 
ater oul after planting—the yield is 
gréater and the quality is equal to the best 
imported. Who will eat putty balls when 
they may as well have mealy potatoes.

PULVERIZING SOILS. 

It is believed, and indé@d the fact has been 
abundantly demonstrated, that the finer the 
soil is, the more fertile willit be. Tull sup- 
posed that minute disintegration or commin- 
ution was all that was essential to render 
any land produeti ve and fruitful, and that no 
matter what might be its original character, 
the plow, freely used, would render the ap- 
plication of stimulating manures, or pubu lum 
of any kind, unnecessary. This, however, 
even his own experiments, instituted for the 
express purpose orestablishing the verity of 
his idolized theory, prove untrue. Still, in 
all cases, minute pulverization is a vast bene- 
fit to any soil; and the more perfect the com- 
minution ‘or division of the constituent par- 
ticles is, the more confidently can we rely 
upon the success of tha future crop, whatev- 
er it may be.

The cellars under hen 
roests should always be supplied with char- 
coal dust, or some other carbonaceous matter 
eapable of absorbing ammonia. - -Decomposed 
muck and plaster of paris will answer well. 
By this practige all offensive gases are absor- 
bed, and the hens are not rendered unhealthy 
.by breathing and being surrounded by delet- 
erious gases- Pip and other diseases are less 
frequent when plenty of carbonaceous matter 
is mixed with their dung as soon as voided. 
Ifj ashes are required, they should only be 
composted with hen.manure afer its removal 
from the henery; and not without covering 
the mass either with soil or some absorbent
